The United Nations is a great problem because of 
partial Russian domination, but it still serves a useful 
purpose. And don’t overlook the vast program of so- 
ial progress which has been successful. 
Also being celebrated this week is the 50th anniver 
m y of the Bank of America — the daddy of chain 
hanking. Born in the ashes of the great San Francisco 
■arthquake and fire, Bank of America has contributed 
much to California’s remarkable growth, spread its fa­ 
cilities into almost every nook and corner of the state 
and is one of the world's great financial institutions.

1 person was convicted of 
treason; 2 for espionage. 93 
alien subversives were sent 
hack to the countries they like 
less to live in. Deportation 
orders were issued against an 
additional 286. with 349 more 
actions started. 128 subversive 
aliens were barred. 
HOUSE AND SENATE com ­ 
mittees increased the fight 
against subversion. 305 w it­ 
nesses hid behind the Fifth 
Amendment, and of these 85 
were former Federal employes. 
40 of the group of 305 were in 
elementary or secondary edu­ 
cation; 57 in higher education; 
26 in the arts or entertainment 
fields; 28 in the field of liter­ 
ature. anti 13 in printing or 
publishing. 7 were in one state 
government.

Coronary Thrombosis 


Some forty years ago, it was 
not uncommon for an individ­ 
ual to have an attack of acute 
indigestion after a big dinner 
and die in the middle of the 
night. This was attributed to 
gaseous distention of the stom­ 
ach or very frequently, gall­ 
bladder disease. An old friend 
of mine who was an astute ob­ 
server in Ihe art of medical 
practice, Professor James R. 
Herrick of Rush Medical Col­ 
lege came up with the answer. 
That this was a hitherto un­ 
recognized condition, coronary 
thrombosis. It is a elol of blood 
in one of the blood vessels 
supplying the heart wall. This 
condition is one of the most 
potent killers in the group of 
heart diseases. It increases in 
frequency as 
longevity in­ 
creases and as the anxieties of 
life become more accumulative. 
In fact, most prone to suffer an 
attack are professional men, 
lawyers, doctors, bankers and 
because women although they 
businessmen. Note I say men, 
may suffer It do so infrequent­ 
ly in comparison with men. It 
occurs more frequently after 
forty-five years of age. I have 
seen it as early as at eighteen 
years. 
During the first two decades 
of its study the mortality was 
over 85%. within five years of 
its occurrence. Now there is a 
good knowledge of its inception 
and the tissue changes inci­ 
dental to its occurrence, this 
with new drugs to combat those 
changes, allows a useful recov­ 
ery in more than 80 percent 
of those attacked who live 
longer than-five years. It may 
start with severe pain in the 
region of the heart radiating 
usually to the left shoulder 
and down the left arm or in­ 
frequently into the neck or 
down into the abdomen. 
In 
severe cases, shock may be 
associated with this and your 
family physician should be 
called at once. He will have the 
necessary examinations made 
including blood counts, sedi­ 
mentation rates, and electro­ 
cardiograms. 
In a number of patients, the 
development of the infarct or 
triangular area of involvement 
in the heart wall is slow. This 
will not allow for positive 
findings on the electrocardio­ 
gram and these findings may 
not appear for as late as five 
or six days. The patient should 
be supervised carefully by his 


physician and should be on 
complete rest for six weeks or 
longer. • This is the interval 
necessary to absorb the infarct 
and reestablish circulation in 
the portion of the heart wall in­ 
volved. Fortunately as stated 
above a large percentage of 
these patients under good m an­ 
agement may survive and lead 
useful lives for many years. In 
another article we will give 
you some pertinent facts about 
the after life of these individ­ 
uals.

BE PREPARED 
While some Californians are 
installing the storm windows 
and girding for the bad w eath­ 
er to come, others are opening 
winter resorts where people 
bask in balmy weather. 
Commissioner B. R. Caldwell 
of the California Highway Pa­ 
trol today reminded all Cali­ 
fornians that the last three 
months of the year are invar­ 
iably the most hazardous in 
traffic, and called upon every 
one to help. 
Caldwell pointed out that a 
check of automotive safety 
equipment, including lights, 
brakes, tires, and windshield 
wipers on every vehicle, is now 
particularly important. 
"Wet weal her is not far away, 
and the first seasonal rains 
bring slippery street surfaces," 
the Commissioner commented. 
Other seasonal hazards that 
must be faced during the final 
months of the year include 
more hours of darkness, heavy 
weekend football traffic, night 
and early morning fog, and the 
reduced visibility caused by 
fading light during the evening 
peak traffic rush. 
"Last year almost one-fifth 
of California's traffic accident 
victims were killed between 
five and eight o’clock in the 
evening.” t h e Commissioner 
emphasized. "Slower speeds and 
greater caution will help save 
lives.”
